% Up. Woollens 
-. Properly © 


By ELEANOR ROSS 


IUs the wise, far-sighted hause- 
keeper who devotes some of her 
energy to careful cleaning and 
packing of garments and articles 
destined for summer storage, 


First separate items to be dry- 
cleaned and those to be washed 
nt home. Fastidtous cleaning, 
whether by dry-cleaning or -by 
laundering at home, necessary 
repairs or mending, then proper 
packing, all pay happy dividends 
in long wear, use and good-looks 
during the next szason of use. 


To save thme.. and energy 
lnter, rip hems and culls before 
Jaundering. Chances are that 
children's dresses, slacks and 
jackets will need alterations next 

_ Season anyway, to cope with a 
"summer's ‘growth, and there's 
less chance of a crease mark If 
the thin ridge of soll is washed 
away b:fore storage. 


Look over winter draperies, 
blankets, bedspreads and siip- 
covers to see if any mending Is 
need:d or if any portion can be 
reversed to hide sunfading or 
wear, Brush well Inside pleats 
and folds ty remove accumulated 
dirt and dust b:fore washing. 


Hema and Cuffs; Blankets 
and other woollens are prime 
targets for moths unless packed 
away absolutely clean. To store 
a just-laundered blanket, fold it 
Jn thirds, lengthwise. Wrap in 
clean, heavy paper; seal the 
edges with gummed tape; ‘and 
store in a cool place, Don't place 
blanket packages or any wool 
articles at the bottom of a heavy 
stack, since, it doesn't do wool 
any ‘good to be crushed or 
packed down, 


Don't spend tlme in pressing 
things now, since everything will 
want a fresh ironing in autumn, 
Unironz:d, ‘the “newly washed 
items can be folded or rolled up, 
and storcd much more compactly, 
neatly and casily. Draperies, cur- 
tains and winter linens may be 
tolled up on cardboard cylinders 
then Wrapped in paper, if you 
have space to store them the 
“long way". . ‘ 


Contents of Box: Boxes 
should be packed and labelled 
sysiematicully, Write contents df 
every box, -trunk:or cotton you 
pack, on a large ‘label’ and attach 
securely, Sort, wash and pack- 
over ao period of several days so 
that your energy and enthusiasm 
for this impgritant, task doesn't 
tun down. Take time to go right 
‘hrsugh the house, os well as 
jhe wardrobo until everything 
Is clean, dry and stored In alr- 
tleht wrappings in clean closets 
or drawers, " eo
